Genesis of tite Phonograph 

As long ago as 1895 Sir W. H. 
Preece, then director of the British 
postoffice telegraphs, sent messages! 
without wires across the sound of 
Muli when the submarine cable was | 
broken down. Sir William was also 
present at the birth of the phonograph 
and in 1877 he spent Independence 
day with Edison at his house in New 
York, and in discussing the telephone 
he remarked to the great American in- 
ventor: Then if*what you say is true 
it will be possible to reproduce the 
human voice. Edison shut his eyes 
and sald nothing, and the conversation 
changed. On the voyage home Sir 
William worked out a phonograph in 
theory, but, not being a mechanic he 
left it as an idea. In less than a 
month Edison sent Sir William 
Preece a phonograph, the first that 
came to England.

London's First Stone Bridge 

London only gained its true position 
and importance when the first bridge 
replaced the ferry across the Thames. 
The first stone bridge there seems to 
have been begun in 1176; there had 
previously been a Wooden structure. 
It is said that King John, pleased 
with the bridges that he saw in 
France, brought over a skilled French 
workman, and he decided to raise the 
| Rocessary revenue from the rent of 
houses built upon the bridge. Its arch- 
es were narrow, sometimes causing ac- 
cidents to boats passing beneath and 
occasionally whole blocks of houses 
falling into disrepair, would topple 
over into the stream.

Even the skin of the starfish 
is responsive to differences of iitumin: | 
ation in the immediate vicinity, but by 
means of its eyes the starfish becomes | 
aware of distant illumination that dif- 
fers, either positively or negatively, | 
from that of the immediately surround, | 
ing area.

FACTORY EXTENSION 


IN WESTERN GANADA 


A Winnipeg Paper States That the 
Time Has Come to Rival the 
East in Manufactures 


The Toronto Star recently quoted 
a Winnipeg paper on the subject of 
manufacturing development in the 
West as follows: 4 

Winnipeg, Sept. 27.—“We have no 
sympathy with the view that there 
is inherent antagonism in the West 
against manufacturers as a class. 
Men with political purposes to serve 
are careful to foster such a spirit. 
It should not, as a fact, be a matter 
of politics at all. There are sound 
economic reasons why manufacturers 
who have, perhaps, not unnaturally, 
up to now, ccntred their activities 
almost exclusively in the East, should 
now begin to turn their attention, 
with more seriousness, to the needs 
of the West. The West has ceased 
to be a great grain field only. Big 
cities have sprung up on the plains 
the development of natural resource: 
has been proceeding apace, our azn 


cultural population has grown amayz 
ingly in recent years. Thesc citi 
and towns cf the West need mar 


facturers to round ovt their civie | | 
The basis cf 


every community 
rightly acknuwledged to be agi | 
ture, but no centre can achieve 


true greatness if it is to remain « 


tirely dependent upon agricuitui 
There was a time in the West wh | 
population was sparse, raw materia 


not easily obtainable, and labor ditii- 
cult to procure. Manufacturers were 
then reasona Ty justified in refraining 
from entering upon costly ventures. 
But that day has passed. Every year 
sees the manufacturers’ Western mat- 
ket increasing” 

In this connection the ‘Canadian 
Courier in an editorial article com- | 
ments with approval on the location 
by Eastern ‘anadian firms of branch 
factories in the West. 

“Strangely enough,” says the 
Courier, ‘nearly all the manufacturing 
industries in Western Canada have 
come from Eastern Canada, not from | 


the United States. When an Ameri- 
can firm establishes a Canadian 
branch factory, it is placed in the 
East, seldom in the West. The Ameri- 
can wants to be in the big centres 
of population. He is not looking so 
far ahead as the Canadian manufac 
turer, prefe~ring immediaie returns. 

“All the flour milling concerns in 
Western Canada were founded by 
Eastern capitalists, with a big mill in | 
Moose Jaw as a notable exception. 
The same is true of the cement mills, 
most of which are now controlled by 
the Canada Cement Company. The 
Diamond Flint Glass Company, at Red 
Cliffe; the Dominion Bridge Company, 
at Calgary; the Smart-Woods Bag 
Company, Alaska Bedding Company, 
and Sherwin-Williams Company, at 
Winnipeg; the Quaker Oats Mill, at 
Saskatoon; the Copp Stove Works and 
the Berlin Bedding Company, at Fort 
William—all these and many others 
may be mentioned. 

“The situation is pleasant, It spells | 
unity of feeting and unity of interests 
between the West and the East, It 
bespeaks a development in industry 
of a national character. What the 
three transcontinental railways and 
the national banks have done to unite | 
East and West will be completed by | 
our progressive and patriotic mane

WEST LAND RECULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
|} sub agent), on certain conditions. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
| and cultivation of the land in each oJ 
| three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on @ 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
} good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
| section alongside his homestead. Price 
| $3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. The 
of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
;emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
per» acre, Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect ~a house worth 
$300.00.

out the town, and in selling the lots he 
emphasized the fact that it was “free 
land” and the owner's rights extended 
as deeply into the earth as he might

but this was ordered changed by the 
postoffice department to avoid confu- 
' sion with the older town of Freehold,

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


Mushroom Poisoning. 

Mushroom poisoning is not 
an infrequent occurrence where 
these fungi are partaken of, 
mistakes being readily made as 
a result of confusion between 
fungi which are barmless and 
good to eat and those which are 
poisonous, A violent attack of 
colic, accompanied by vomiting 
and diarrhea, occurring soon 
after poisonous fungi bave been 
swallowed constitutes marked 
Symptoms of this emergency, 
Insensibility may supervene, 
with a slow pulse and stertorous 
breathing. . 

The stomach should at once be 
emptied by means of an emetic. 
The special antidote for mush-

Jupiter has been 
weighed with extreme precision, this 
because its moons can be measured as 
to distance and specific speeds of or- 
bital revolution with the last degree of 
accuracy. But, then, it is cold out 
there, the distance of Jupiter being 5.2 
times that of the eurth from the sun, 
the intensity of solar light and heat en- 
ergy received by the good Jovian folk, 
if there are any such creatures, being 
only one twenty-seventh that received 
here by humans. We would at once 
die in cold and dim twilight if taken 
out to Jupiter.—Edgar Lucien Larkin 
in New York Anierican.

in return he writes her crvptic little 
notes.

A Consular report gives particulars 
of new industries established in RBrit- 
ish Guiana. It is stated that Hedy- 
chium, a paper pulp of high ouality 
and value, is grown extensively in, 
Rrazil, and it has been fonnd to 
thrive fairly well in Rritish Guiana 
in swampy soils. The Director of 
Reience and Agricultur>, considering 
that the plant growing in British 
Guiana has not the vigor of that 
growiie in Brazil, owing to exhaus- 
tion of the present stock. had asked 
the Government to import from Bra- 
zi] some plants for the purpose of the 
experiments; With regard to the 
areca nut, the governor had been im- 
pressed with the inferior growth of 
the trees here, compared with those 
in Nigeria, and it had been thought 
to be due to their coming from a dif- 


| ferent strain of the same palm. His 


excellency’s intention in the conduct 
of exneriments with this palm was to 
introduce new seeds, and already 
some had been planted in the nursery 
of the botanic gardens. The castor 


| oi! plant was undoubtedly indigenous 


to the soil of the colony. 


Fisheries Are Flourishing. 


According to stafistics compiled by 
the customs depaftment and issued 
recently by Hon, J, D,. Reid, the 
Canadian fishing industry is in a most 
flourishing condition. The exports for 
the first four months of the present 
fiscal year show a surprising in- 
crease. Canada exported $5,032,000 
of domestic fish for the- first four 
months, compared with $3,748,00 
for the first four months, com 
with $3,748,000 for the correspon- 
ding period of last year, There is a 
slight falling off, however, in the ex- 
ports of animals and their produce.

After twenty minutes more take 
up dough with hands slightly greased 
and fold over over and over fourteen 
times. Cover, set aside for twenty min- 
utes; then fold nine times.

Some Cows From 
Glengarry. 


DOMINION DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE. 

Dairy Division. — 

Among the records collected by 
the dairy division, Ottawa, this sea- 
son are some from Glengarry, that 
show the average yield of 155 cows 
| to be 4,540 pounds of milk, 3.5 test 
159 pounds of fat. Included in that 
is the yieid of one herd of 9 cows in- 


aged 6,209 pounds of milk, 3.3 test, 
205 pounds of fat. 


It will be noticed that this herd 
| produced 1,669 pounds of milk, and 
46 pounds of fat above the average 
of the 155 cows. Another herd aver- 
‘aged 220 pounds of fat, or 61 pounds 
| above the average; with fat reckon- 
ed at thirty cents per pound, this is 
equivalent to over eighteen dollars 
per cow, indicative of the thousands 
of dollars extra that might be com- 
ing into a district if the cows were 
keyed up to a higher producing level. 

One noticeable feature of this sec- 
tion is the large number of poor 
yields from two and three year olds. 
But it is not only the heifers that 
are responsible for lowering the aver- 
age yield. There are cows from six 
to ten years old that gave only 2,800 
pounds of milk and 102 pounds of 
fat as compared with that average of 
4,540 pounds of milk and 159 pounds 
of fat.

FARMERS’ CONTRIBUTION 
TO NATIONAL REVENUE 


Spend More Public Money in the West 
as Direct Assistance to ; 
Agriculture 


“Country Life in Canada,” a farm 
journal published in Winnipeg, has 
an interesting article in its October 
issue dealing with the portion of the 
national revenue that is paid by the 
Western farmers. It makes an orig- 
inal suggestion to the effect that the 
Western Farmers’ contribution to the 
National Exchequer should be applied | 
to expenditures for his direct beneat. 
The article in part is as follows:— 

“During the past few years numer- 
ous estimates have been made as to, 
the amount of the duties _ paid by 
Western farmers on their agricultural 
implements, clothing, house furnish- 
ings, food and other necessities. 
While the Western Farmers’ contri- 
bution to the country’s revenue is not 
as large as some of the statements 
compiled’ would lead us to believe, | 
nevertheless i* totals up well in a, 
year. The Western farmer does not 
Object to paying his share of the 
country’s revenue on the goods he 
imports from foreign countries. He 
has been taught to believe, however, 
by certain periodicals and organiza- 
tions, that. when he buys goods made 
in his own country he is contributing 
the same portion of the value to the 
coffers of the manufacturer as he 
would to the Government if he bought 
imported articles. Hence, the demand

In fact this attempt at, reducing tho 
cost of living for the Western farmer 
would likely produce only a temporary 
change in the distribution of the 
amount of the reduction, and whether 
the farmer would gain anything by 
it at all would depend altogether on 
the conditions of competition in tho 
home market. 

Without commenting further on this 
pet theory of the free trader, inquiry 
might be made as to whether the 
money the farmer has now paid to 
the Government could not be used to 
his own advuntage in the West. Last 
year Canada imported about $7,000,000 
worth of agricultural implements on 
which the duty paid would be ap 
proximately $1,250,000. Why not 
mark this million and a quarter as 
it is received at Ottawa and set it 
aside for use in the West among 
Westerners. If to the agricultural im- 
plement duties were added the re- 
ceipts from ‘the farmers’ imports of 
clothes, boots and shoes, hats, car- 
pets, furniture, hardware, automobiles, 
etc,, we would have a sum which 
would bulk large in the countty's 
revenue. ._If expended wisely,’ under 
the direction of agricultural experts 
in the employ of the Dominion or 
Provincial Governments, this money 
would go a long way in furthering 
mixed farming development in the 
West. Money could be loaned the 
farmers on easy terms for the pur- 
chase of good stock, sheep, pigs and

instructions in better methods of 
farming could be expanded and 


individual farmer, The government 
might even go.as far as the C.P.R.
